SILVER IN THE SENATE,

The serfous disevssion of the sllver
gquestion wias bogun In the sennte yestor-
dny. The debate of last week, which
wis forved by o slugle demodratie senn-
tor who objucted to allowing considora-
tion of the subject to ba postponed be-
yond the day originally designated for
taking It up, wad not of o nnture to at-

tenet a great  denl  of  attention,
The discussion now eontered upon,
and which It is thought will last

sovernl  wecks, s certaln to oom-
mand the nttention of the eountry to the
oxclusion of every other guestion, in-
oluding tho tariff, the debata on which
is nitragting less popular interest than
formuely.

Astothe situation regavding silver,
thers appenrs to be no change, the dl-
vision among pepublicans upon the
guestion of the redemption of bullion
notes vemnining as it was when the of-

fort to effect an agreement in caucus
fulled. Our dispatehes say that the re-
publicans are not likely to reach
att agesement, but it is  hardly

probable that the small minority of them
whé Inslst upon vedeeming the notes
issued dgninst silver in lawlul money,
which of conrse includes gold, will im-
peril all silver legislution by insisting to
the end npon v policy which unguestion-
ably the conservative judgment of the
country does not approve, ‘The mors
eareful friends of silver who, while do-
siring fts largor use In the currency
also wish to consorve the existing sound
fingncial system of the country, do
not believe it would hbe wise or
sifo to attempt to force sllver to o
purity with gold by an net of legisintion
requiting the redemption of the paper
reprosentative of silver in lawful money,
but maintain that all interests would boe
better subgerved nnd  protected by mak-
ing the notes redeomable in sliver, as
provided for in the measure ngreed on
by the conference committen of the two
houses,  Under the plan proposed by the
extreme silver men it is reasonable to
bhe apprehended that  within a briet
time, porhaps not more than o yesr, the
husiness of the country would be foreed to
w silver busis, while under the other
pinn, which proposes to practically main-
tainthe preseut relations of the curreney,
silver would doubtless be gradunily ap-
preciated without causing any disturb-
anca, or none of a4 servious churacter, to
the finances and business of the country-
In the one case there would be Invited a
movement to put gold at a premiom,
while in the other such o danger, if it
should exist atall, would be vory remote.
Il once gold should go out of use in the
country and command a premiom, it would
be found extromely difticult to ngain 11t
the price of silver, and we should be
thrown upon o silver busis for an indefi-
nite period, with all the finnncial and
commercial disadvantages inevituble to
that anomalous position,

Thaore are some ominous indications of
whnt may tuke place following tha pro-
posed Silver legisiation, whatever form
it shall take. Speculation for the pur-
pose of cornering the silver market is
snid to have already bogun, and the fact
that the goveérnment has purchased bul-
lion in London gives credence to the
statement.  The possibility of the gov-
vrnment huving to enconntor o formida-
ble speculative movement in silver when
compelled to buy an amount of bullion
monthly in excess of the product of the
country 8 one to be seriously considerid
in connoction with legislution on this
subject. Meanwhile tho digcussion in
the senate, which promises to be thorough
nnd exhaustive, will deserve the earveful
attention of the country.

A TIRESOME DEDATE,

The best illustration of the uselessness
of o prolonged debate on tho taviff is
seen in the fact that since the leaders of
the discussion on both sides in the house
hove heen heard members have mani-
fested no interest in the controversy.
The spoakers talked for the most part
to emply sents, on the floorand in the
gulleries, the discussion failing to at-
tract even the loungers and sight-scors
in the nntional eapital, [t is true also
of the general public that it has taken
scarcely  any interest in the de-
bute, The specches of a  few
men have been enrefully vead, but all
the others that encumber the pages of
the Coygressional Record will be lost to
everybody exceph the constituents of the
men who make them, upon whose attens
tion they will in due time he forced uat
the expense of thelr authors. '

Tha truth is that only a very small
part of a discussion of this kind ever has
any value, The great majority of those
who engage in it lave only the merest
surfnce kuowlodge of the subject; muany
of them are not capable of fully under-

standing it and nenrly all
are influenced by party and political

considerations.  Any one who will tuke
the trouble ta voud these spoeches will
be nstonished at the volume of platitude
they contaln and thelr barenness of
argument, to suy nothing of the vast
amonnt of loose and mislending assor-
tion, which may be dua to ignorance or
dishonesty, orto both. 'Thisis equally
teue of men of both pacties, and it is
Inrgoly beesuse this is koown to the
public that tuprlff debato receives so lit-
tle nttention, But apavt from this is
the fuct that the subject hos been
a0 fully and exhaustively  diseussed dur-
ing the lnst few yeurs that most people
understund there is  very little that is
new in a general way that can bo saldon
it. Some freshness may be given to the
consideration of detalls; but so far ns the
fundamental principles are concerncd
there is nothing te be added to the
voluminous exposition tho subject has
received in congress durlng the last fow
years,  All that can be sald In » genvral

wily  must ba 1} tadious  and
profitloss vepotition, with some change
of phraseology, of whant has

beon spoken over and over again.

This will expluin why the prosent de-
bito i so tame and unintoresting. Even
Mr, MeKinley, with his excoptional
skill and rosources, was uot nble to en-
Hyon the subject with any Impressively
now ideas, nnd Mre. Mills made perhaps
the least eredltable showing he has ever
mido in s tari® debaute. Some othors
huve endegyvorad to put a Little fresh Life

pod spivit into the controversy™ by
flights of eloguence and dashes of
humor, but thess have boen  an-

gulled und lost in the great sen of plati-
tude and conunonplace.  But while ia-

torest in the disenssion Ings, it is suffi-
elently motive regarding the probable
declsfon, and if the popular wish could
have any influsnos upon congresa this
would be reached with as little delay ne
possiblo consistent with the due consid-
erntion of the detafls of the measure,
The house has now entered upon the
amendment stage, which Is to be con-

tinued elght days, when a vote
will be takon on the bijl. It is
not expected that the mensure s

reported will be vory greatly changed,
and no doubt seems to be entertained
that It will pass the house. How it will
fure in the senate, where the discussion
is protty certain to be much more ex-
tendod than In tha house, s & most in-
teresting question, which time alone can
golve. There will, however, ba a very
strong pressure upon the senate for
numerous and matorinl modilieations of
the bill as it now stands, and some of
theso are likely to be made there if not
anticipated in the house,

MAYOR CUSHING'S RESPONSIBILITY.

According to City Attorney Popploeton
there will be o vacaney in the chaliman-
ship of the board of public works on May
17. It thevefore devolves upon Mayor
Cushing tonominate asuceessor to Major
Balecombe at the next council meeting.

It goes without snying that this is the
most important position within the gift
of the muyor.  While the chairman of
the bonrd of public works does not abso-
lutely control all contracts for paving,
grading, sower construction and street
cleaning, ho has absolute supervision of
all improvements, that involve the ex-
penditure of hundreds of thousands of
dollars every year.

A competent chairman who cannot™ha
bulldozed or bribed will enfores an hon-
est complinnee with contract obligations
and esrn his yoar's salary ten times
every month, Nobody uniderstands bot-
ter than Moyor Cushing what o dishon-
est contractor can do if he is not watched
and checked, Mp, Cushing certainly
knows enough to know that every toax-
payer in Omaha s vitally concernod in
the honest and efciont supervision of
our public works. It Is not merely a
question of what special taxes proporty
owners will have to pay this year or the
next year, but of the taxes that are to be
levied for the next twenty years in re-

pairing  poorly Inid pavements, re-
placing inforior material and
vebuilding  sewers  built in a

slipshod way with inferior cement and
brick.

The responsibility for this important
appointment  will rest  entirely upon
Muayor Cushing. He has no right to
nominate any man in expectancy that
the counecil will refuse to confirm him,
and he shoula not silow the Tammany
elub of couspirators or uny combine to
dictato whom he shall nume for positions

of trust,

The state is strictly quarantinoed
ngudost all enttlo from Texas,  The governor
has taken this step in onder to determine

“The governor hng ordered these eattle to
be put into guarantioe and to be kept from
mingling \l’“fl any other cattle, and hus
ovdered nll ratlroads to stop recelving ship-
ments of cattle from New Mexico.”
